‘uation Was Full of Interesting 
Changes at the National Capital 
Throughout the Day—Pres- 
ident Is Given Loyal 
Support, 


Washington, March 7.—There were no less 
than five important events today having a 
bearing more or less between the United 
States and Spain, viz: 

The introduction in congress by Mr. 
Cannon of a resoJution carrying $50,- 
000,000 for the public defense. 

The withdrawal by the Spanish gov- 
mument of its intimated objection to 
the continuance in office of Consul 
General Lee. 

The order to the cruiser Montgomery 
to proceed to Havana in place of the 
Fern. 

The passage through the house of 
the bill increasing the artillery arm 
by two regiments and the institution 
of negotiations looking to the purchase 

of warships for our navy. 

Mr. Cannon's resolution probably led all 
‘other topics in interest, particularly when 
4t became known that it was the result of 
a conference between the author, the pres- 
{dent and other leaders in congress. 

As for General Lee’s case, the news of the 

_satistavtory ending of the incident through 
the withdrawal of the suggestion by Spain 
was expected as soon as it was noted that 
& loophole had been left open through 
the failure to make the complaint in any- 
thing like an official shape. 

Spain Makes Disavowal. 

Late in the afternoon Senor Du Bosc, 
the Spanish charge, received a cipher cable 
from the minister of state at Madrid, Senor 
Gullon, saying: 


“You can disavow the rumor that any 
official application has been made for the 
recall of Gencral Lee.” 


This confirmed Mr. Du Bosc’s view that 
& misapprehension had occurred, and that 
tome intimation concerning General Lee 
had been construed into a request or de- 
mand for his recall, which Mr. Du Bosc 
says, with positiveness, was never intended. 

As there has been no explanation so far 
of the purpose which prompted the intro- 
duction of Mr. Cannon’s resolution, it may 
be sald the money is wanted primarily as 
an emergency fund. It is said by officials 
_ who will have the disposition of this treas- 
Ure that it by no means follows because 
congress places such a sum of money in the 
control of the president that he will feel 
_ bound to spend all of it. Those who look 
for a wholesale purchase of warships from 
| the bargain counters of European builders 
‘re likely to be disappointed. The navy 
department at present is inclined to make 
but one purchase of this kind, at first at 
least, in the shape of a substantial iron- 
clad. It does desire to get possession of 
several of the larger class of torpedo boat 
destroyers, such as the Sokul, of the Rus- 
Blan navy, vessels of 300 tons, able to keep 
the sea in bad weather, a weak point with 
our own boats, and capable of enormous 
Beeed, such as thirty-two knots.

Naval officers explain that a refil] will 
last through several] engagements, owing 
to the limit of endurance of men while in 
action. Jf the guns could be worked con- 
stantly, a refill would be exhausted in 
one heavy engagement, but the guns as 
Well as the men have their limit of en- 
durance. These considerations have all 
been taken into account in the rough gen- 
eral estimates that have been made as to 
the refills requisite for a suitable equip- 
ment of the American fleet. 

The appropriation of $50,000,000 for the 
national defense for which provision was 
made in the bill introduced in the house 
today by Mr. Cannon, will not involve 
the issue of bonds. This announcement 
was made by the treasury officials, who 
Stated that the treasury was amply pre- 
pared to meet any demands that will likely 
be made upon it. On February Ist the cash 
in the treasury amounted to $856,571,766. The 
net available cash on hand, above all lia- 
bilities amounts to $225, 564,000. 

Montgomery Takes No Risk. 

It is not felt at the navy department 
that the people of the Montgomery are 
taking any particular risks in going to 
Havana at this time, for it is said that 
- even should hostilities break out it is a 
rule of honorable warfare that they be 
given safe convoy out of the waters of the 
hostile country. 

Of course General Lee and the members 
of the court of inquiry at Havana would 
be equally exempt from molestation, 

Without delay the officers of the adju- 
atnt general’s department today gave the 
necessary orders for the recruiting of the 
new artillery regiments authorized by con- 
gress. The purpose is to enlist su@éh mén 
as have had service in the artillery wher- 
ever possible and no doubt is entertained 
that plenty of material of the right kind 
will offer. 

The headquarters of one of these regi- 
ments will be established at Fort Slocum, 
in Long Island sound, commanding New 
York, and there are suitgble quaiters avail- 
able there. The destination of the other 
regiment has not been decided upon. 

No report has come to the navy @epart- 
ment since Saturday relative to the work 
of the court of inquiry at Havana, and the 
news is confined to the reports of the news- 
papers, which are carefully scanned by 
the officers. 

The Castine, which was docked at Port 
of France, has sailed for Barbadoes. The 
torpedo boat Winslow has arrived at 
Charleston en route to Key West. The 
Oregon, which has been fitted with bilge 
keels at the Bremerton dock on Puget 
Sound, has sailed to San Francisco. 


HOW SPAIN MADE THE DEMAND. 


Senor Gullon Thought It Would Show 
Prcof of Good) Will of United States. 
Madrid, March 7.—The details of Spain's 

request that the United States government 

recall General Fitzhugh Lee from his post 
as consul general of the United States at 

Havana are as follows: 


‘The United States minister, General 
Stewart L. Woodford, hag a conference at 
the Spanish foreign ministry on Thursday 
last with Senor Gullon, the minister for 
foreign affairs, and an official of the min- 
istry for foreign affairs, who acted 4s in- 
terpreter. _Senor Gullon expressed the de- 
sire of the Spanish government that Gen- 
eral ‘Lee be recalled ‘as proof of the good 
will of the United States.’ ’’ 


General Woodford cabled immediately to 
Washington on the subject and the reply 
of the United States government was com- 
municated to Senor Gullon on Saturday. 

Some of the Spanish provincial papers re- 
ferred to the matter yesterday, but the 
newspapers of Madrid have not made any 
reference to it. 

Spain Was Misinformei. 

Washington, March 7.—It is learned that 
Spain’s suggestion was made originally up- 
on @ misapprehension which was due to a 
Newspaper report. This report was to the 
effect that General Lee had expressed the 
opinion to a newspaper correspondent that 
the Spanish authorities were responsible 
for the disaster to the Maine. 

Accepting this report as to General Lee’s 
expression are accurate, the Spanish prime 
minister brought the matter to Minister 
Woodford’s attention, making at the same 
time the suggestion that Genera] Lee’s re- 
call would be gratifying to Spain. 

It did not require a great while for Spain 
to discover that General Lee had been, ac- 
cording to the United States authorities, in- 
correctly represented. 

Before this discovery was made, how- 
ever, the reply of President McKinley, re- 
fusing to heed the suggestion and ex- 
pressing a determination to keep General 
Lee at his post, was received. Spain then 
retired from her position, basing her re- 
tirement upon the ground that original 
suggestions had been founded upon a mis- 
apprehension of facts. 

A naval officeft, whcse name in not ob- 
tainable, will leave here tomorrow on his 


way to Europe, to inspect navel vessels 
that are building there. 


DIVERS ARE STILL AT WORK. 


Court of Inquiry Held Its Usual Daily 
* Session Yesterday. 

Havana. March 7.—The court of inquiry 

held its usual session today, examining 
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to do so. The day was beautiful and the 
wreckers advanced slowly in clearing away 
the debris, Many articles of personal value 
to the officers of the Maine are recovered 
from time to time. 

On account of the attempted smuggling 
from New York the customs officers give 
careful examination of all assignment of re- 
lief supplies. Except on the order of the 
military authorities the distribution of qui- 
nine has been prohibited for a time. It 
was found that much quinine made its way 
into the hands of the insurgents. No in- 
formation is eccessible concerning the re- 
ported deportation of American correspon- 
dents. Several Americans were passengers 
on the Ward line steamer Concho this 
morning. As bearing on the state of publie 
feeling here, it is worth noting that there 
were thirty-two balls and more or less elab- 
orate parties in Havana last night. 

General Fitzhugh Lee, consul general of 
the United States, was questioned today 
regarding Spain’s demand for his recall 
and said: 

“IT shall continue to do my duty, which 
is to guard American interests.’

CANNOT BLAME THE PRESIDENT. 


London Times Declares There Is No 
Reason for War with Spain. 

London, March 8.—The Times editorially 
says this morning: 

“If Spain is placed in an awkward posi- 
tion respecting the Lee incident, she must 
think tke indiscretion of her foreign of- 
fice. She cannot blame President MeKin- 
ley. Mr. Cannon’s bill can hardly be ex- 
plained by the Lee Incident. It is probably 
due to the rumors that Spain is purchas- 
ing war Vessels. 

“We do not believe that Spain desires 
war, but if she does, this evidence of 
America’s alertness offers a most effectual 
check. President McKinley appears to be 
adhering loyally to the policy of firmness, 
caution and pacific circumspection he has 
hitherto pursued. No doubt he has the 
support of the sober and conscientious 
mass of the American people but he has 
had to face outbursts of popular clamor 
that a weaker man might have mistaken 
for the voice of the country. 

“The complicity of the Spanish govern- 
men in the Maine disaster is a hypothesis 
too monstrous and irrational to be enter- 
tained; and, except that, there is nothing 
impossible of arrangement between Spain 
and America, while the intractable nature 
of Cuba’s disorders cannot but inspire 
thoughtful Americans with a serious doubt 
as to the wisdom of annexation.”

Senator Chandler Favors War To Give 
Cuba Freedom. 
N. H., March 7.—Senator

‘liam E. Chandler today gave out the fol- 


lowing interview on the crisis in our rela- 
tions with Spain: 

“As to the cause of the 
Maine I have no opinion yet. Whatever 
may have caused it, the incident is not 
without an important effort upon public 
opinion all over the world. The natural 
suspicions aroused against Spain, or rather 
against Spaniards, have intensified Ameri- 
can sentiment against Spanish rule in Cuba 
and the calamity will hasten American ac- 
tion and quicken the advent of Cuban free- 
dom which, I think, cannot be much long- 
er delayed. Spain probably will not release 
her hold upon Cuba without a collision of 
war with the United States, which will last 
from fifteen minutes to three months, no 
longer. That the United States should run 
the risk of such a short war with Spain 
in order to make Cuba free is one of the 
plainest dictates of policy and humanity. 

“Tl cannot doubt that the president has 
made up his mind very soon to take the 
necessary steps toward the desired end and 
not wait until a time when it will be said 
that he does it merely in order to get up a 
War seare and save the 1898 elections to 
the republican party. The time for action 
is now and it should be taken without fear 
of the results.’’

ALGER CALLS ON SPEAKER REED. 


Secretary of War Assured That House

Washington, March 7.—Secretary of ‘War 
Alger had a conference with Speaker Reed 
at the latter’s hotel early this morning. 
The secretary of war called upon Mr. 
Reed about 9 o’clock and remained with 
him half an hour. They went over the

CASH WILL BE FORTHCOMING ON CALL 


Committee on Appropriations Will 
Sustain Any Demand That May 
Be Made for Funds To Pro- 
tect the Honor of the 
Nation.

Washington, Mareh 7%—(Special.)—This 
morning Chairman Cannon, of the house 
committee on appropriations, introduced a 
bill providing for an emergency appropria- 
tion of $50,000,000 for national defenses. The 
language of the bill is simple and straight- 
forward. He says little, but he says all 
that is necessary, His bill provides: 

“That there is hereby appropriated 
out of any money in the treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, for the nation- 
al defense and for each and every pur- 
pose connected therewith, to be ex- 
perded at the discretion of the presi- 
dent, and to remain available until 
June 30, 1899, $50,000,000.”’ 

This bill was the result of a conference 
begun at the white house last evening and 
continued until nearly time for assembling 
of congress at noon today. It was a con- 
ference including the heads of the senate 
and house committees, AHison and Hale, of 
the senate, Dingley, Cannon and Grosvenor, 
of the The whole situation was 
gone over at length, . 

While some of these gentlemen were: 
still inclined to take a pacific view of the 
situation they all agreed that such a step 
as this was advisable and necessary, and 
Chairman Cannon was advised to start the 


house. 


proposed appropriation on it way at once. 

The bill will be as promptly passed as the 
routine of legislation will admit. It will be 
considered by the house committee on ap- 
propriations tomorrow morning, and Colo- 
rel Livingston tells me tonight that it will 
certainly receive the vote of every member 
of that committee, democrat ag well as 
republican. 

Was Event of the Day. 

The introduction of this bill was today’s 
event of principal imterest at the capitol. 
The galleries were crowded fn anticipation 
of sensational developinents, but the specta- 
tors had -to content themselves with wit- 
nessing the prompt passage of the bill for 
the creation of two new regiments of ar- 
tillery. Even this was disappointing, for 
but little opportunity was given the mem- 
bers of either side to discuss the propo- 
sition or even to state their reasons for 
their votes. 

It is given out at the white house that 
information has been received from Mad- 
rid that the Spanish government would not 
insist upon the recall of General Lee. It 
also developed that the president ard Sec- 
retary Day have been enjoying a scoop on 
the rest of the country since last Tuesday, 
when, so far as they were concerned, the 
Lee incident was considered closed. 

It was six days ago that the comm inica- 
tions passed between the two governments. 
Nothing was given to the public here until 
the news leaked out from the Spanish and 
to uncover the bad .faith of the president 
and the assistant secretary of state, who 
started out by giving assurances that the 
public should have every phase of the pres- 
eut complications promptly as they devel- 
ed. This promise they have distinctly fail- 
ed to Keep. 


Leak Was in Madrid. 


The fact that the announcement was 
made at Madrid develops an interasting 
story. According to that story, the news 
of the Spanish intimation or demand for 
the recall of General Lee was given to the 
public by some of those in ‘high authority 
who are anxious to overthrow the sagasta 
ministry. 

The demand and the failure to insist upon 
it places the ministry in @ very unenviable 
light before the people of Spain, who are 
soon to elect a new cortes, and the Weyler 
jingoes could have no better ammunition 
than the apparent back down of Gagasta 
in this matter. 

But while Spain has, for the present 
a= least, backed down from its position 
with regard to General Lee, it looks 
very much as if President McKinley 
has backed down from the firm posi- 
tion which he was supposed to have 
taken about the sending of supplies 
to Cuba.

that the supplies would be carried by ‘“‘na- 
val vessels whichever may be best adapt- 
ed and most available for the purpose,”’ he 
meant to have it understood that he would 
send the supplies in these two warships or 
such others as he saw fit. 

Indeed the administration organs today 
praise him particularly for this part of his 
Statement, insisting that there was no rea- 
son for a change from the original plan and 
there would be no Such change. 


Looks Like a Backdown. 


It is evident that there was not enough 
sand in his craw to cover both ends of the 
Proposition presented to him, for this af- 
ternoon comes the official announcement 
that the Fern,-a dispatch boat with no 
armament and no guns, save one for sa- 
luting purposes only, is to take the place 
of the Montgomery and the Nashville. 

This change in the plans for carrying 
the prov'sions to Matanzas and Sagua la 
Grande has brought out a great deal of 
criticism. 

While it is true that the Fern is a naval 
vessel and in sending her the president 
Keeps technically within the terms of his 
statement to the public, it is a distinct 
backdown from the position which the pub- 
lio thought the president occupied, and 
which he intended the public should con- 
sider him as occupying. 

The Fern being aj vessel of the navy, 
runs exactly the same risks in going 
to these ports that any of the stancher 
cruisers or battleships would run and 
without any of their chances for de- 
fense. 

It is understood that the chief objection 
held out by Sagasta to government cruis- 
ers carrying relief supplies into the Cuban 
ports was that this would give the act of 
carrying relief an official character 
would in effect be an act of intervention. 

There is no doubt that this position 
technically correct and that the point 
just as strong against the Fern with her 
one gun as against a first-class battleship, 
and s2, if the feeling on the part of the 
Spanish is what we all believe it to be, we 
may yet be accorded the spectacle of an- 
other ship and another lot of sailors going 
skyward by the dynamite route, 

There is no doubt about there being some 
potent reason for this change of plans on 
the part of the president. It is either a 
square backdown or is a compromise made 
at the suggestion of Spain, which is the 
same thing. 

Hanna Uses Big Pull. 

In this connection it is noticeable that 
the two earliest callers at the white house 
today were Senator Hanna and John J. 
McCook, of New York. Hanna's desire to 
avert war in the interest of his Wall street 
friends is too plain to admit of contradic- 
tion, and McCook, who it will be remem- 
bered came geo near getting into the cabl- 
net that he got his picture in the cabinet 
group that newspapers published previous 
to the cabinet’s announcement—McCook is 
said to be the direct representative of the 
interests that are figuring on such indorse- 
ment of Cuban bonds by this country as 
will net large profits to his constituents. 

While the Lee episode is considered as 
closed Spain’s objection to the use of 
ships of our navy in carrying supplies for 
the reconcentradces may yet prove 
source of trouble between the two govern- 
ments, 

There are many people here who be- 
lieve that the president, in sending 
the unprotected Fern to the Cuban 
ports, runs a grave risk. 

Every turn the situation takes seems to 
add to its seriousness.

Intended for Warships 


MONTGOMERY GOES 70 HAVANA 


Uificials at Washington Remove Objec- 
tlons Urged By Spain, 


ARRANGEMNTS SUIT SENOR SAGASTA 


United States Vessel Will Soon Drop 
Anchor in the Harbor Where the 
Maine Was Blown to Pieces, 
but No Danger Is Ap- 
prehended. 


Washington, March 7.—The naval depart- 
ment announced at 2 o’clock this afternoon 
that the cruiser Montgomery would relieve 
the dispatch boat Fern at Havana and 
that the Fern would carry provisions and 
relief supplies to Matanzas and Sagua La 
Grande. 5 

This is understood to be a satisfactory ar- 
rangement to the Spanish governqment and 
will relieve the incident of its irritating 
feature. : 

The decision of the navy department was 
made Known with the following brief state- 
ment posted by the bureau of navigation: 

“The Montgomery will relieve the 
Fern at Havana. Fern will carry pro- 
visicns to Matanzas and Sagua La 
Grande.”’ 

This conelwsion was reached after con- 
ferences between the offictals of the state 
and navy department and is understood to 
be such an adjustment ag willl not lead to 
further objection by the Spanish govern- 
ment. 

The Fern its a dispatch boat without _ 
heavy armament or guns, although she be- 
longs to the navy and is technically a naval 
As she comes as near being a 
transport as anything in our naval service, 
her selection will accord with the Spanish 
euggestion that a transport or merchant 
ship undertake this carriage of relief sup- 
plfes. 

The sending of the Montgomery to Ha- 
vana is primarily intended to replace the 
Fern, which is now at Havana. The Mont- 
gomery is an wunarmored cruiser of 2,089 
tons. with an armament of ten guns. 

The plans of the navy deparimént are 
to have the Montgomery start for Havana 
at once in order that the Fern may return 
to Key West in time to take on the relief 
supplies reaching there next Wednesday. It 
will be the second: visit of the Montgomery 
to Cuba, as she has only recently return- 
ed from a trip to Santiago de Cuba and 
Matanzas. 

Cavtain Crowninshield, chief of the bu- 
reau of navigation, says: no time has been 
fixed for the-stay of the Montgomery at 
flavana, as the only thus far 
reached is that she will replace the Fern 
there .for the present. 

The Montgomery will be the first 
Wnited States warship at Havana since 
the Maine disaster. 

It is not felt at the navy gepartment that 
the people of the Montgomery are taking 
any particular risks in going to Havana 
at this time, fonit is said that even if hos- 
tilities- should break out, it is a rule of hon- 
icorable warfare that they be given safe 
convoy out of the waters of the hostile 
country. Of course General Lee and the 
members of the court of inquiry at Havana 
would be equally exempt from molesta- 
tion.

THIRTY-TWO RAPID FIRE GUNS. 


War Supplies Received at New York 
Are Being Distributed. 

New York, March 7.—Thirty-two new 
rapid fire guns were received today at tue 
Brooklyn navy yard. They were sent from 
the government works at Washington five 
days ago. Some of the guns will be piaced 
on the dispatch boat Dolphin, which has 
been ordered into commission April ist. 

Six of them will go to the crulsers At- 
lanta and Chicago, which are now being 
overhauled at the navy yard. 

A consignment of twelve five and s'x- 
inch gun mounts has also been received at 
the yard. These mounts are all of the lat- 
est pattern. The eighteen guns remaining 
at Jersey Clty will be taken to the navy 
yard tomorrow. 

A large amouht of five and six-inch pro- 
jectiles was recently received at the navy 
yard and immediately transferrea to Fort 
Lafayette, where une ammunition for naval 
orénance is sterol. The work of sending 
large consignments of eight, ten, twelve 
and thirteen-inch projectiles and large 
amounts of powder from Lafayette to Key 
West is still going on. From the Florida 
posts these shells and the powder wil be 
distributed among the vessels of Admiral 
Sicard’s fleet.

day in political circles. Every campaign 
in the past has had its clubs and local 
organizations have been formed in the in- 
terest of many candidates, but this is the 
first time that an amaigamation has been 
formed between all the towns and cities 
of the state with a view to combining their 
usefulness into one central, working and 
active body. Thet it is a new move in 
politics nobody denies, and that it is a 
practical and useful move is admitted by 
the Atkinson and Berner forces as freely 
as it is approved by the supporters of 
Colonel Candler. 

At the office of the secretary of state yes- 
terday there was very little on the sur- 
face to indicate that a new secretary of 
state was about to assume command. 
Colonel Candler went about his duties as 
calmly as though he expected to spend the 
rest of his life in the place, and Colone! 
HW. Thomas, who during many adminis- 
trations has shown a marked efficiency as 
chief Glerk in the office, attended to his 
routine duties with an undisturbed demean- 
or. Colonel Candler’s resignation does not 
take effect until the 3ist of the month, 
and he has plenty of time in which to ar- 
range his official affairs. He is anxious, 
however, to turn over to his successor in 
office a clean official slate. 

All Candidates Industrious.

A DEADLY GRAPPLE ON THE FLOOR 


The Burglar Released, Meets Another 
Member of the Household—Des- 
perate Break for Freedom.

Augusta, Ga., March 7.—(Epecial.)—Au- 
gusta had a lively burglar experience last 
night, and there 18 reason for believing 
furnished the burglar—certainly 
the burglar’s hat. 

A professional burglar entered the home 
of Mr. Peter G. Burum, on the Hill, at 5 
o’clock this morning, threatened the life 
of Mr. P. G. Burum, when detected, and 
stot Mr. H. Percy Burum, when, in es- 
caping, that gentleman sought to arrest 
his flight. Mr. Percy Burum is but slightly 
wounded from the pistol ball, which struck 
him in the heck, in the rear of the hip, 
breaking the skin and damaging the flesh 
a little. . 

It was still dark at 5 o’clock. Mr. P. G. 
Burum was awakened by a peculiar noise. 
It was that of the crushing of a stiff shirt 
front. The burglar had picked up Mr. 
Burum’s clothes and in gathering them 
up had crushed the shirt bosom to his own 
bosom, awakening Mr. Burum. The cloth- 
ing had been placed on a couch close to the 
bed. The room door was open and from 
a lamp burning in the hall, light was 
thrown into the room, 

Mr. Burum, when he heard the noise 
alluded to, had not seen the burglar. He 
noticed that the lamp in the hall had been 
lowed. He immediately suspected that a 
thief was in the house. He called out to 
his son, ‘whose room is across the hall: 
“Percy, I think there is a burglar in the 
room!’’ 

The burglar, hearing the alarm, quickly 
stepped back two steps, presen:ed a pistol, 
holding it in his left hand, the weapon 
pointed directly at Mr. P. G. Burum’s 
breast, and said in a quiet tone: ‘‘There 
is a man in your room. Move and I will 
kK:ll_ you!” By the Hght of the hall lamp 
Mr. Burum ‘plainly saw the intruder. 


The Clash in the Hall. 


Mrs. P. G. Burum, who was lying by her 
husband's side, had awakened, and hearing 
the burglar’s words, screamed. Mr. Percy 
Burum had not heard his father’s call, but 
his mother’s scream aroused _him. His 
room is at the head of the staircase. As 
he sprang into the hall from his room, 
the burglar sprang Out into the hall from 
Mr. Burum’s room. As the burglar dashed 
into the hall he struck the lamp there and 
put out the light. Mr. Percy Burum jump- 
ed upon him and with a lurch threw the 
burglar down the stairs. The thief caught 
his antagonist and the two men, head over 
heels, went down fifteen stairsteps to the 
first landing. 

Both men were determined. Mr. Percy 
Burum knew the location of the stairs the 
better. Bracing himself, he gave another 
lurch at the thief, started him down the 
second turn of the five stairsteps, throwing 
him to the floor, The thief maintained 
his hold upon Mr. Burum, bringing him 
with him to the first floor. Mr. Burum 
landed on top when the floor was reached. 
The burglar, with his left hand, from his 
position underneati: “Mr. Burum, fired his 
pistol, the ball twkine effect us stated. 


The Burglar’s Warning. 


Mr. Burum still held to his man. Having 
fired the shot, the burglar, quietly enough 
“nder the circumstances, said: “If you 
don’t let me up I will kill you.” 

Mr. Perey Burum arose from his posi- 
tion, Hberating the intruder, standing to 
one side. The burglar, dazed and not hav- 
ing bearings, arose and rushed up the first 
flight of stairs five steps. At the first 
landing he met Mr. P. G. Burum, who was 
hurrying down to the ass‘stance of his son. 
The burglar turned, retreating. He ran 
down the steps again, rushed into the 
parlor and left the house through the par- 
lor window, through which he had ob- 
tained entrance. 


An Atlanta Hat. 


The burglar had Mr. P. G. Burum’s coat, 
vest and underclothing in his arms when he 
sprang from that gentleman’s room first. 
The clothing was scattered in the attempt- 
ed flight. The thief left behind him a 
burglar’s lantern of the latest improved 
pattern. He also left his hat It bears 
the commercial mark of M. R. Emmons & 
Co., Atlanta, Ga., and is 7% in size. Traces 
of blood were left on the parlor carpet, 
showing that the burglar was hurt in the 
tumble down the stairs. 


FLURRY IN SPIRITS. 


The Turpentine Market Is Undergoing 
a Sensational Somersault. 

Savannah, Ga... March 7.—(Special.)— 
There has been quite a flurry in the ¢ur- 
pentine market today, spirits having gone 
to 35 cents a gallon, higher than it has 
been at any time since 1891. It looks here 
like a clear case of the Antwerp Naval 
Stores Company trying to get the. better 
of the Standard Oil Company throuzh 
outside agencies. The bears got on the 
market this afternoon and offered 10 bar- 
rels at 35 cents, which were immediately 
taken. but a sefler. Mr. S. P. Shotter then 
went into the market and bought 50 bar- 
rels at 39 cents, which will be the opening 
price tomorrow. It seems to be the inten- 
tion in the present contingency to force 
the price up, especially while receipts are 
small and hold the stock for high figures 
when it will be needed by the home cus- 
tomers. At least that is the way the sit- 
uation is viewed here. 


COTTON FUTURE CONTRACTS. 


Judge Speer Talks in Defense of His 
Recent Decision. 


Savannah,-. Ga., Mareh 7.—(Special.)— 
Judge Emory Speer’s recent decision to 
the effect that brokers could not recover 
commissions or advances jn cotton future 
transactions, where the. transaction iS 
purely speculative, and there is no in- 
tention to receive or deliver the actual 
cotton, has been criticised in.the northern 
fommercial journals. Hengy Hentz, a 
former pres'dent Of the New York ex- 
change, putting in comparison with it a 
decision of Justice Jackson in the case of 
Bib’ vs. Allen, 149 United States, in which 
the decision was favorable to recovery 
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the case before Justice Jackson there was 
no agreement og understanding between 
the plaintiffs and defendant that the cot- 
ton sold for future delivery was not in 
fact to be actually delivered. In the case 
before Judge Speer it was shown that the 
contract was purely a speculative one, and 
that it was not the intention of either par- 
ty to receive or deliever the -cotton sold. 
This finding of the auditor in the case of 
Waldron and Taintor against James H. 
Johnston was not excepted to, and on that 
Judge Speer Says his ruling was based. 
Judge Speer, in conclusion, quoted a rule 
of the New York cotton exchange, which 
Provides that no contracts are recognized 
except for the sale and purchase of cotton 
to ‘be actually delivered.

The 
first militia regiment out of New York 
marched on less than twenty-four hours’ 
notice with ranks fuller than it had ever 
turned out for a peaceful parade or inspec- 
tion. Every rifle was out of the racks and 
every uniform had a man init. Other regi- 
ments followed it as fast as they received 
their orders. Not a man exercised his 
right to be a home guard or even thought 
of it. The governor didn’t stop to ask 
the men whether they would volunteer or 
not and waste time. The men didn’t 
bother about their status, as they hurried 
southward—never thought to ask whether 
they were state troops or United States 
troops. “The pace was too good to in- 
quire’ in that race for Washington. They 
weren’t even asked to volunteer into the 
service of the United States until long af- 
ter they had reached the Potomac. Then, 
when the United States mustering officer 
explained their privilege to them, and@ ask- 
ed those who wished to exercise it to step 
to the front, net a man moved. They vol- 
unteered by regiments and took the oath 
by regiments. As the- militia acted in ‘6l 
it will act tomorrow if it is given the 
chanee that men are praying for in every 
national guard armory in the state. What 
right have war départment officials to 
doubt it? ’ 

We do not suppose that the foregoing 
paragraphs exaggerate the enthusiasm 
with which northern state troops en- 
listed in, defense of the union in 1861; 
but in the event of war between Spain and 
the United States, southern state troops 
will not be one whit behind those of 
Massachusetts and New York in enliscing 
in defense of the flag.

néth by a well-informed writer in The 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat. This writer 
takes the position that France has never 
in reality felt kindly toward the United 
States, and th>t no surprise should be 
occasioned by her attitude toward us at 
the present time. He states that when 
she agreed to sell us Louisiana in 1803, 
it was partly for the reason that she 
was urgently in need of money, and part- 
ly for the reason that she stood in dan- 
ger of sacrificing it to the greed of Great 
Britain. This same authority states 
that during the administration of Presi- 
dent John Adams, France and the United 
Staies sevéral times came tO hiows on 
the high seas over matters of interna- 
tional commerce, and that more than 
once since that time the two countries 
have been on the eve of declaring war. 
Such being the case, it is evident that 
what is so frequently spoken of as the 
ancient friendship between the two coun- 
tries is in reality nothing more than 
sounding brass, and that in the event of 
hostilities between the United States and 
Spain, France would be sure to lend her 
moral, if not her material support to 
the latter power. 

Between the United States and France 
there is little in common, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that France professes to be- 
long to the sisterhood of republics; be- 
tween IF'rance and Spain there is much 
in common, since liberty and Justice 
have taken up their abiding places 10 
neither. 
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Central American Outbreaks. 

If the Central American states were 
built upon live volcanoes, the turbulent 
outbreaks which’ occur from time to 
time in that locality could not be more 
violent or disastrous. 

With the commencement of the pres- 
ent year both Nicaragua and Guatemala 
have exhibited marked signs of disaf- 
fection. In the latter state President 
Barrios several weeks ago suffered death 
at the hands of designing rebels, and 
since that time the revolutionary move- 
ment appears to have made steady gains. 

But scarcely has the announcement of 
these disquieting conditions in Nicaragua 
and Guatemala completed its rounds be- 
fore the information comes that Nica- 
ragua and Costa Rica are on the eve of 
pouncing upon each other in deadly con- 
flict. From what can be gathered, it ap- 
pears that Costa Rican troops have been 
making incursions into Nicaraguan ter- 
ritory for the purpose of committing 
depredations, and that Nicaragua now 
intends to punish the offense by retali- 
ating upon Costa Rica in the same coin. 

Can order ever be evolved out of the 
chaos which now prevails on the Cen- 
tral American peninsula? Several 
months ago-it was given out that the 
Central American states had decided to 
unite. themselves into one strong fed- 
eration; but, 
schoolboy strife keeps up between them, 
federation will be simply impossible. 
When our Central American neighbors 
learn to control their belligerent emo- 
tions and to possess themselves in peace 
under one flag, they will then begin to 
realize the meaning of prosperity and in-

ing Mr. Hurt and City Engineer Clayton 
held a conference at the city hall, when it 
was agreed to materially change the orig- 
inal plan of raising the grade.

LUMPKIN FIRES HOT SHOT.

Introduces Resolution That May De- 
velop Some Sensations in Regard 
To Expenditure of Funds. 


Councilman Lumpkin introduced a_ reso- 
lution which created quite a surprise in the 
council chamber and may result in a sen-

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pointment at a salary not to exceed $1.000 
per annum. 

Councilman Lumpkin spoke against the 
adoption of the ordinance on the grounds 
it was giving too much authority to one 
committee. The vote steod 15 to 3 for the 
adoption of the ordinance, Councilmen 
Lumpkin, Adair and Dorsey voting in the 
negative. This probably means that Frank 
Moses, the present incumbent, will hold his 
job. 

Electrolysis Ordinance Is Adopted. 


The electrolysis ordinance as framed by 
the committee last week was adopted with 
one amendment. Judge Hillyer was pres- 
ent at the council meeting and urged the 
importance of putting fn a clause prevent- 
ing the electricity causing bumps on the 
inside of the pipes, affecting the service 
by diminishing the caliber of the pipes. 
This amendment was agreed to. Judge 
Hillyer stated the views of the water board 
and the board of electrical control on the 
ordinance were well known and needed no 
further comment. He spoke very briefly, 
and did not urge that the ordinance be 
defeated as was expected, 

This practically settles the electrolysis 
question, and the companies generating 
electricity used underground will have to 
go to work at once transferring their cur- 
rents from the water pipes. The officials 
expect no further trouble from this source 
when the law is complied with. 

The ordinance creating the office of police 
matron at the barracks at a salary of $25 
a month was passed.

“TT have vouchers,’’ said he, “in my of- 
fice for every cent I have paid out of the 
city’s money, and I am, therefore, in no- 
wise to blame for the mistakes of others. 
if there are any mistakes. These vouchers 
are all properly signed by the heads of 
departments. Judging from what Mr. 
Lumpkin told me, he is after officials who 
he has heard have been doing work with- 
out the proper authority. That is aH J 
know about it.” ; 

Mr. Lumpkin, when asked as to the meaft- 
ing of his resolution, stated certain ru- 
mors had been brought to him showing 
funds amounting to $15,000 or $20,000 had 
been illegally spent without the right 2u- 
thority by certain heads of departments. 
He stated he did not blame Comptroller 
Joidsmith so much as those said to be re- 
sponsible for the alleged wrong doing.

matter, he may be called upon to resign his 
office, and his chair may be filled by the 
members by election at the next regular 
meeting thereafter.”

The organization of the grand jury was 
effected by the appointment of R. J. Grif- 
fin, foreman, and W. A. Hansell, secretary. 
C. M. Donehoo is bailiff of the jury. 

The charge of Judge Lumpkin was prac- 
tically the same he made at the last term 
of the court. Many matters referred to 
at-that time were again brought to the 
attention of the jury. 

The charge of Judge Lumpkin was com- 
plete and gave the jury clearly to under- 
stand its duties. In regard to many exist- 
ing evils Judge Lumpkin spoke at some 
length.
